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BASHKIR , TBILISI, AND MINSK INDUSTRIES PROGRESS 


BASHKIR AS SR PROGRESS OUTLINED -- Krasnaya Zvezda, No 68, 23 Mar 49 

G. Nigmadzhanov , chairman of Presidium of Supreme Soviet 
Bashkir ASSR, states that during the years of the Five-Year Plans 
and the war, Bashkir industry expanded to 28 times its prerevolu- 
tionary size B Eighty- two heavy, and hundreds of medium and light 
industrial enterprise* have been set up. 

The area of cultivated ground increased 79 percent, and yield 
from agriculture doubled. Seven million hectares aT»e cultivated 
each year by kolkhozes, which are served by 140 MTSs . 

There are at present 300 motion picture nouoes, 114 radio 
broadcasting and receiving units, and 269 libraries. Twenty scien- 
tific research institutions are in operation. There are about 
10,000 specialists with higher education and about 31,000 wita 
secondary education. Each year about 2,500,000 books are printed 
in the Bashkir and Russian languages by the Bashkir 3tate Publish- 
ing House.

Chkaloy, and the oxygen, tile, and machinery repair plants — have 
pledged to release 2,095,573 rubles. 

. In the Minsk Tool Plant Imeni Chkalov, the production of 
threading dies has been switched from lathes to revolving automatic 
and semiautomatic machines which combine the first five operations.
